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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: page 5, lines and 7, 
the cross section lines referred to is not depicted in the drawings. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 6 and 15 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 6, line 2, 
"of each drive blade", second occurrence, should be deleted; it appears claim 15 should be 
depending on claim 14 instead of 4. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-6 and 9-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Myers 
(3,695,124). 



Myers discloses all of the limitations of 
claims 1 and 9, i.e., a fastener drive system 
comprising a fastener (14) including a plurality of 
external drive surfaces and a fastener driver (20) 




including a plurality of wedge-shaped drive blades 

(15'), each of the drive blades including an engagement surface adapted to engage one of the 
external drive surfaces during driving of the fastener by the fastener driver. 
Regarding claims 2-6 and 9-16, Myers meets the limitations. 
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5. Claims 1, 3, 4, 7-9, 12, 13, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Stepanian (1 ,321 ,776). 

Stepanian discloses all of the limitations of 
claims 1- and 9, i.e., a fastener drive system comprising 
a fastener (9) including a plurality of external drive & 
surfaces and a fastener driver (3) including a plurality of 4~ 
wedge-shaped drive blades (6), each of the drive 
blades including an engagement surface adapted to 
engage one of the external drive surfaces during driving 
of the fastener by the fastener driver. 

Regarding claims 3, 4, 7, 8, 12, 13, 17-6 and 18, Stepanian meets the limitations, e.g., 
chevron shape teeth as seen in Fig. 3.
